Rossers IN A Harem.—I'his morning shortly 
after midnight two native burglars were found 
to have introduced themselves into a harem in 
the Balacteria quarter of Alexandria and lock- 
ed themselves in an empty room. A number of 
policemen and ghuttirs, about fitteen in number, 
succeeded in arresting one of the robbers, 
but the second escaped over the terrace. 


With regard to the new rolling stock, we 
hear from a well-informed source that one 
or more of a new consignment of trucks, 
supplied by a Belgian firm, have derailed on 
a curve near Alexandria, which is reputed 
to be the sharpest on the whole State railway 
system. T'helast consignment of trucks, received 
from @ British firm in September, 1904, did 
precisely the same thing. A very slight altera- 
tion set the British trucks right, and it is 
believed that the Belgian trucks, of which 
there are fifty of the type in question, 
can be altered as easily. The Belgian 
firm concerned has supplied the State Rail- 
ways Administration with large numbers of 
trucks, which have proved very satisfactory 
and are not dear. We hear, however, that the 
Railway Administration has: given the last 
order for trucks to a good British firm whose 
‘price is’ a little higher. ‘The Belgian company 
is said to have been a little careless over this 
particular contract, and the placing of the 
latest order with-aBritish firm may be regarded 
as & hint to the company to take the greatest 
possible trouble over the tulfilment of the con- 
tracts that maybe given them in future. 

- In this connection our readers will be in. 
terested to hear that the Finance Ministry 
has opened credits of over three-quarters of a 
million to be spent on the railways, of which 
L.E. 420,000 are for the purchase of new roll- 
ing stock.

| PORT SAID TO DAMIETTA BY CANAL. 


(From oUR CORRESPONDENT). 


: Port Said, April 8. 

(i -eat- interest is being taken in the progress 
of the Menzaleh Canal and Navigation Com- 
pany, Which is now engaged on the construction 
of a canal from Port Said to Damietta by 
cutting a channel some 11 feet deep through 
Lake Menzaleh from Kharpooty, a suburb 
of Port Said, to Damietta. For long enough 
Port Said has been, dependent, fur. “a very 
large proportion of its fresh provisions, in the 
shape of local meat, eggs, and vegetables, on 
the vagaries of the wind and Arab sailing 
dhows and their antiquated crews and more 
antiquated methods of tiavigation. 

At last, however, after mapy months of 
talk and much smoke over the embers of a 
slow fire of ramour, something really appears 
likely to come to pass, and somewhere in it is 
hoped the near future, residential Port Said 
will be able t8 say to itself “We have at last, 
after many years of waiting, a regular bazaar 
and regular supplies”.The Menzaleh Canal and 
Navigation Company which has been in exis- 
tence some little time, intends to inaugurate a 
service of light draft steamers, to run between 
here and Damietta regularly, catering prin- 
vipally for the goods; but each steamer is to 
possess @ limited accommodation tor passengers, 
which last will be of great value to many 
Port Saiders, for the little excursion and 
change it will afford. The only walks in this 


strange semi-island and town are to the) 


cemetery on the one hand, some.two miles, and 
to the end of the fresh water canal on the 
other, about the same distance, so considering 
how hemmed in are the residents and visitor; 
to Port Said, the excursion this service is 
likely to offer is of considerable value.

terminus is to be on Kharpooty Island, but. 
later, a eross channel will be cut leading to 
wharves which will be erected behind tha’ 
present railway statiun, thus bringing the 
goods close to the consumers’ houses. 

The best I could learn of its probable com- 
pletion is that, in some two years it is hoped 
something may be actually at work, but that, 
from two to three years are probably re- 
quired to have anything like a regular service 
in force.

agriculturists have all joined hands in the 
destruction of their enemy. The Legislative 
Uouncil was not backward in pre-occupying 
itself with this important subject, and the 
result of its pre-occupation and investigation was’ 
to engage young boys of over 8 years of age 
for this purpose and to punish those among 
them who would not abide by the decifion. 
‘This is extremely strange and the scheme is 
full of injustice. Is there no one to have pity 
on these young boys ? 

It is obvious that any omdeh, whose fields 
would be attacked with the worm, will, on the 
strength of the new law, gather the youths of 
his village together and compel them to work 
in his fields, and in case they hesitate a proces- 
verbal would be made out against them and 
the miserable youths taken before the 
authorities for punishment although they had 
committed no fault. Suppose all the cultivated 
and of a village, including the omdeh’s fields, 
were to be attacked by the worm, will the 
omdeh allow these young boys to work on the 
fields of others to the disadvantage of his 
own lands, ot will he divide them proportion- 
ately among his lands and as wWellas of: the 
others ! re 

If a notable in a village used his influence 
and collected a number of boys for his own 
fields, will the omdeh leave him alofie or willhe 
oppose him and wait for. an opportunity to 
revenge himself for not being consulted in the 
matter? ‘The Courts will find many obstacles 
befure them, and the overworked judges will 
bless the Government with broken hearts. 
This manner of dealing with the young boys 
is a heavy burden, and instead of teaching. and 
educating them, the Government has inflicted 
an injustice upon them that their fathers and 


corvée. The English boast that they have 
abolished despotism and that they have estab- 
lished freedom and equality. Dothey extend 
their favor to the youths of the villages in 
this epoch of civilisation, justice and freedom ! 
Would it not be better for the Government t6 
entrust the destruction of the worm to special 
contractors, and pay them a fixed amount for 
the work done, so much per infected feddan, 
and leave it for these contractors to obtain the 
neceseary labour? The Government would 
do well to consider our suggestion, as other-
